Bypass Hopes Remain Lukewarm

Postoffice 
Here Marks 
New Record 


Another record volume of mail 
poured through Circleville Post­ 
office this Christmas season. 
In all, postal employes h e r e 
bandied a total of almost o n e - 
quarter million pieces of mail in 
the hectic 10-day period preced­ 
ing Christmas Day. 
Grand total number of pieces 
of mail cancelled through the Cir­ 
cleville postoffice from Dec. 
15 
through Dec. 24 this year w a s 
241,293. 
Corresponding figures for last 
year’s Christmas mail, then a 
record high, were 227,772 pieces 
of mail. 
This represents an increase of 
13,621 for this year over the pre­ 
vious record high—which means 
postal workers here handled an 
average of more than 1,000 pieces 
of mail per day more than 
in 
last year’s Christmas rush. 
According to figures supplied 
by 
Assistant Postmaster Leon 
VanVliet, Dec. 17 was the busiest 
day here this year. A total 
of 
35,277 pieces of mail were han­ 
dled that day.

Hawaii-Alaska

WASHINGTON UP — Sen. Spark­ 
man (D-Ala) said today he will at­ 
tack the reasoning of Republican 
leaders who would delay statehood 
for Alaska, but grant it to Hawaii. 
Sparkman said he will support a 
move to grant statehood to both, 
despite plans of the 
Republican 
leadership to press only for the ad­ 
mission of Hawaii. 
“ It would be a very serious mis­ 
take to offer statehood to either 
without offering it to the other,” 
Sparkman said. “ I can’t but feel 
that it’s a political thing to want 
to admit one without the other. 
Alaska is deserving of statehood.” 
Sparkman said he will attack the 
argum ent that pending legislation 
would leave too much of Alaska 
under federal ownership. 
“ There’s no reason why the fed­ 
eral government should keep that 
land forever,” he said. “ It could 
be opened up, a portion at a time, 
for homesteading and so forth.”

We must remember that in 
the new year to come we shall find 
ourselves traveling over much the 
same road as last year. There will 
not be too much extraordinary, sur­ 
prising. The only differences will be 
in details. And the major consider­ 
ation is our approach to these de­ 
tails. 
“This new path is a way of life 
which is still open by the provi­ 
dence of the Great Divine. The new 
year is a fresh opportunity, given 
by God, who offers 
Himself as 
Helper and Friends. Perhaps we 
failed last year because we left God 
out too often. We shall play over 
again our part and it is up to each 
individual how' close w’e f o l l o w 
God’s guidance. 
“ This new path leads us to the 
place where we realize that surely 
the gift of God’s love has not been 
appropriated by others, nor ex­ 
hausted by ourselves. 
“ I thinking of the new way, it is 
well to remember that the ark has 
not passed this way, either. The 
Israelites were to accept God s 
guidance implicitly. They were to 
bear the Ark to the front and follow 
it without any reservations or ques­ 
tion. It makes life a new thing to 
put the ark on before it. It is a dif 
ferent way when God’s leads and 
I man follows. When man follows all 
that is symbolic of godliness and 
holiness, it will be a new path.

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SHARING ATOMIC ARMS 
PRESIDENT EISENHOWER, clarifying 
the Paris statement by Defense Secretary ' 
Wilson that the Administration, if C o n ­ 
gress consents, would be ready to share 
information on atomic weapons with our ; 
NATO allies, says any such move would 
be strictly limited. Washington does not j 
have in mind any broad sharing of the se­ 
crets of production of nuclear materials or ! 
of the specialized weapons developed to 
make use of their great power. 
What apparently is contemplated is in­ 
struction in the tactical use and the effects 
of the new weapons against the possibility 
that some day it may be necessary to 
equip our European allies with the weap­ 
ons themselves. 
Mr. Eisenhower pointed out that circum­ 
stances could arise which would make this 
procedure of greatest advantage to t h e 
United States. And the advantage to Amer­ 
ica would be the determining factor. 
Consideration of such a step is a logical 
follow-up to the recommendation by t h e 
Joint Chiefs of Staff that America’s own 
defense forces be adapted to take maxi­ 
mum advantage of the new atomic devices. 
The objective would be to give our armies 
greatest striking power with reduced man­ 
power. 
It would be difficult for our forces, so 
organized, to be integrated with o t h e r 
NATO units to fight side by side on t h e 
same front, one using modern and the oth­ 
er outdated weapons. But, were the allies 
LA be instructed in advance on the use of 
the weapons, they might be quickly sup­ 
plied in event of war’s outbreak. 
The problem is one to be handled with 
extreme caution. Congress undoubtedly 
will demand application of e v e r y safe­ 
guard. 


FORGETTING THE PAST 
THE CHARGE AGAIN HAS been made 
that American youths are badly informed, 
or not informed at all, on the history of 
their country. 
A recent survey disclosed that a small 
percentage of freshmen entering college 
could not name the 13 original states. Some 
included Texas and Oregon in the list. One 
third did not know that Woodrow Wilson 
was president during the first World War, 
and about the same number could n o t 
name the Civil War president. Three fresh­ 
men out of ten were woefully ignorant of 
American history. 
When it came to such important matters 
as the Declaration of Independence, t h e 
American bill of rights, the Monroe doc­ 
trine and the statute for religious freedom 
few knew what they were or what they 
stood for. The point was made that young 
Americans cannot be too well sold on their 
country if they do not know and understand 
its illustrious background. 


George E. Sokoisky's 
These Days 


The text of the Beria indictment is to be 
judged in relationship to the purges of oth­ 
er high officials at the 1936-38 trials at 
which the prosecutor was Andrei Vishin- 
skv, now the Soviet Delegate to the United 
Nations. The accusation against Beria is 
similar to the accusations against Trotzky, 
Kamenev, Zinoviev, Tukhachesvky and 
even Beria’s predecessor, Yezhov. In a 
word, it is a standard indictment to accom­ 
plish the removal of a high official from 
office and from life. 
Beria is accused of plotting with the 
“Western Imperialists,” by which is meant 
the United States. To this crime, Beria is 
reported to have confessed, but no date is 
given to the conspiracy. It would be inter­ 
esting to see the date, because it was Beria 
who set up a Russian espionage ring in 
the United States, stealing the atom bomb, 
the proximity fuse, the radar developments 
and much else. The testimony of Elizabeth 
Bentley, who worked for Beria’s organiza­ 
tion in this country, is evidence that he did 
not conspire with the United States, b u t 
against it. 
The case of Bruno Pontecorvo needs to 
be examined in this connection. This is an 
Italian of British citizenship, who is one of 
the greatest scientists in the world. He has 
played an outstanding role in atomic fis­ 
sion and hydronuclear developments. He 
was not known to be a Communist and had 
access to every secret in the possession of 
the United States. 
Suddenly, Pontecorvo, his wife and chil­ 
dren slipped out of England and showed up 
in the Soviet Union where he directs the 
atomic and hydronuclear programs of that 
country. Certainly, this was not accom­ 
plished by cooperation between Beria and 
the State Department. 
To charge Beria with crimes, the indict­ 
ment goes back to the 1917 revolution when 
Beria was about 17 years old. He then lived 
in Baku. He is accused of having been an 
agent in the Caucasus of the anti-Bolshevik 
Mussavatist government. When that re­ 
gime was eliminated and the Bolsheviks 
took Georgia, Beria showed up in Tiflis and 
became a member of the Cheka, as the 
Secret Police was called at that time. He 
enrolled in the Communist Party in 1920 
and came under the patronage of S e r g o 
Orjonikidze, Stalin’s closest friend, whom 
Stalin eventually murdered. 
This 1920 membership in the party has a 
curious sequel. Stalin took a liking to Beria 
and pushed him to higher ranks, but came 
up against the prejudice that top appoint­ 
ments should be for those active in the 
revolution. 
So Stalin and Orjonikidze revised Beria’s 
biography, placing him in the party in 1917 
and making him more eligible for the high 
rank he eventually attained. It was ex­ 
plained in his biography that he had been 
engaged in underground work among ille­ 
gal Communist organizations in technical 
schools in Baku.

DIET AND HEALTH 
Curative Powers In Sound 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
AS a sort of side product, some 
sounds have a curative power not 
c o n n e c te d w ith th e ir sen so ry 
function. 
Sound waves with high fre­ 
quency vibrations, not audible to 
th e hum an ear, have treatm en t 
value in certain diseases. 
It is believed th a t the heat pro­ 
duced by these sound waves, sci­ 
entifically adm inistered, is more S 
p enetrating and can be directed 
m ore accurately th a n other types 1 
of heat. 
H eat T reatm ent 
Sound waves w ith a frequency 
of a million vibrations per second 
are used In this type of heat 
treatm en t. Waves of lesser vibra­ 
tion do not give deep enough 
heat. 
U ltrasonic treatm en t, as it is 
known medically, is helpful in a 
few specific diseases. These in ­ 
clude cases of a rth ritis or inflam ­ 
m ation of the muscles, known as 
m yositis. B ursitis, an inflam m a­ 
tion of the fluid secreting sacs of 
m uscles and Joints, is also helped 
by this ultrasonic therapy. C er­ 
ta in cases of neuritis and tendon 
and ligam ent inflam m ations also 
receive benefit from this tre a t­ 
m ent. It is especially effective 
w hen deep and localized h eat Is 
required.

Even though useful In certain 
cases, this therapy m ust be used 
carefully under the expert guid­ 
ance of a physician because of 
the dangers connected with It. 
According to present thinking, it 
should not be used on children 
because it can affect th e grow th 
centers of the bones and stop 
grow th to some extent. It can 
cause an excessive irritatio n of 
the h eart and can cause it to 
beat irregularly. 
Also, adverse effects have been 
reported with th is type of h eat 
treatm en t when used around th® 
eyes. 
D eterm ining the A m ount 
The am ount of sound wave vi­ 
brations th a t a p atien t can toler­ 
ate is determ ined by th® am ount 
of pain the h e a t causes. Th® 
treatm en t is usually stopped as 
soon as th e pain gets severe. 
Under careful supervision of 
the physician, sound wave tre a t­ 
m ents may be of great help, 
(through th eir deep h e a t action, 
against the pains of certain m us­ 
cle and bone diseases, and also 
nerve and joint diseases.

GG Continues 


As Stopgap 
For Polio 


Blood Derivative 
To Bo Used Until 
Vaccine Is Proved 


During the next 12 months, many 
more children probably will receive 
gamma globulin shots than receiv­ 
ed them in 1953. This stepped up po­ 
lio prevention program in 1954 will 
cost $19 million in March of Dimes 
funds. 
Gamma Globulin still m u s t 
serve as a holding action against 
the crippling epidemic disease, 
pending the time when an effec­ 
tive vaccine is ready. 
The National Foundation for In -1 
fantile Paralysis (NFIP) used $20.5 
million rn March of Dimes money I 
for research over a period of 16 
years. It found that gamma globu­ 
lin. a derivative of human blood 
containing antibodies that make for 
natural resistance to certain virus j 
infections, could give temporary 
protection against paralysis. 
Gamma globulin or GG as it is 
called—was tested on humans in 
1951 and ’52. Scientists financed by 
the March of Dimes found that in 
most cases it prevented serious 
paralysis. It was not a cure but a 
curb. It was not a preventive but a 
modifier. It was not permanent but j 
temporary — the average inocula­ 
tion being effective for only about j 
five weeks. 
* • * 
BUT FOR the first time in his- j 
tory, m a n - working with God-given 
genius, the tools of modem science 
and March of Dimes funds contrib­ 
uted voluntarily by the American 
people—had turned the b a t t l e 
against polio from a defensive to 
an offensive action. 
So in 1953 the NFIP spent $5.5 
million to buy up supplies and pro­ 
duction of this blood derivative 
available through p r o c e s s i n g 
houses. Because GG was in short 
supply, the Office of Defense Mo­ 
bilization administered and ration­ 
ed it to the public through state and 
county health departments. 
When the polio outbreaks began 
iii 1953, GG went into action and af­ 
ter the week of July 18, the increase 
rate, which had begun at the same 
pace as in 1952. began to level off. 
It is not claimed that g a m m a , 
globulin was solely responsible for 
this, but the affirmative reaction of 
mara state and local health officers ; 
to the GG inoculations indicated 
that it had a favorable effect. 
In county after county where 
mass inoculations were conduct­ 
ed, the NFIP supplied the hypo­ 
dermic syringes and n e e d l e s , 
much of the other equipment and 
at least a part of the GG used. 
Thousands of National Founda­ 
tion volunteers manned inoculation 
centers. By October almost 250,000 
children from Florida to Alaska 
had felt the effects of GG. 
Dr. D. G. Gill, Alabama 
State 
Health Officer, and Dr. A. H. Gra­ 
ham, Montgomery County Health 
Officer, declared that the m a s s 
inoculation of more than 30.000 chil­ 
dren in that county had “ proven 
effective in reducing the number 
and severity of polio cases.” 


Farmers Urged 
Keep Accounts 
With System 
Analyzed farm business records 
make it easier for farmers to cope 
with the cost-price squeeze. 
Larry Best, Pickaway County 
extension agent, points out the 
“ squeeze will continue to be a 
major management problem in 
1954.” Records enable farmers to 
see opportunities to i n c r e a s e 
gross income and to lower costs. 
“ Farm accounts 
always 
have 
been one of the most useful gadg­ 
ets in successful farm managers’ 
tool boxes,” Best said. “They are 
all but indispensable in periods of 
declining prices and high costs.” 
At income tax time, records are 
especially helpful. 
They s a v e 
money and frustration. Losing the 
record of a $15 deductible expense, 
for example, would cost the farmer 
$3 or $4 in taxes. Every dollar of 
deductible expense not listed in in­ 
come tax reports costs about 20 
cents in taxes. 
• • • 
BEST URGES farmers who are 
not using the Ohio Farm Account 
Record Book to get a copy of the 
1954 edition from the county agri­ 
cultural extension office. C o u n t y 
agents can explain tile free analyt­ 
ical service that 
“thousands of 
farmers have been using so profit­ 
ably since it was made available to 
all Ohio farmers some 30 y e a r s 
ago.” 
Approximately 75 county farmers 
already have account records be­ 
ing kept on file at the extension of­ 
fice.

In Alexander Orlov’s book, “The 
Secret History ofj Stalin’s Crimes,” 
he discusses many of the personal­ 
ities associated with Beria's career. 
Orlov had worked for Beria’s pred­ 
ecessor, Yezhov, and was to have 
been liquidated when he escaped. 
One of the most revealing stories 
he tells is about Orjonikidze, who 
was closer to Stalin than any other 
person but whom Stalin ordered liq­ 
uidated nonetheless. In February 
1937, a great funeral was held for 
Orjonikidze, at which Stalin acted 
as pallbearer and chief mourner. 
Beria’s entire career was due to 
Orjonikidze’s patronage; neverthe­ 
less he did the hatchet job for Stal­ 
in, seeing to it that his patron was 
properly murdered and full ven­ 
geance wreaked on his family. It 
was a clean job with no loose ends. 
Then something pretty cheap was 


done that gave away the show. 
Orjonikidze’s birthplace was t h e 
town of Vladikavkaz and, to honor 
him, Stalin had it changed in 1930 
tc Orjonikidze. Seven years after 
Hie liquidation, the name of t h e 
town was changed to Dzaudzhikau. 
Had Orjonikidze not been mur­ 
dered, why was it necessary to re­ 
move this honor to his memory? 
Beria was a murderer and he j 
will die or already has died by 
murder. But he did not conspire I 
with Western Imperialists, meaning 
the United States. That is certain.

A final survey of the effectiveness 
of gamma globulin will be made 
by the Communicable Disease Cen- j 
ter of the U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice, in Atlanta, Ga.
